COLORADO SPRINGS PIONEERS. 


To the Editor of The Oatette: 
- 


We have heard a great deal of late regarding 


pioneering hi Colorado Springs, Jbut I must have, a 
little space In your paper lor tfle memory or Those 
passed from us whose very rwCntes are almost un- 
known to the many and yet \vho were Instrumental 
tn faying the foundation of the 'best and most per- 
manent life of our city. 


From the first tvc appear to have been destined 


to become a health resort; men of Independent 
means came from the east or from England and 
owed the prolongation of their days to the air and 
sunshine which unrounded them. Then, books were 
written on the subject, notably those by Dr E. S. 
Solly, a London physician, -who made our" climatic 
advantages well known In England as well as lit 
the east, -and perhaps did More than any single 
individual to Interest the medical profession -gen- 
erally in Colorado Springs, as a place of residence 
for tubercular patients. His own life wa* prolonged 
far over 30 years, undoubtedly, by bis residence 
among us. New England was well represented by 
Dr. B. F, Adams, a well-known physician trom 
Waltham, Mas*, who, although not practicing her* 
yet having a large family connection In the east,' 
wa* fr«qu«ntfy consulted as to the d**lr*JWHty of, 
CtHomdo T-JpTIngf a* a place to live In.

The 
use of artificial aids to eyesight has In- 
creased enormously among our young 
ones.

The reason for this Is not that their 


eyes are any worse than were the eyes ' 
of the children of long ago, but that 
we are taking better care of tnelr eyes | 
at the period of gfowth and Immaturity.}
